RUSSIA_USES NO 
MONEY—BUSINESS 
ALL GOVERNMENT 


TORONTO, Feb. 7.—Emerson A. 
Me Millan, a Canadian engineer, who 
spent 18 months in Russia attached 
to the inter-allied economic mission 
and who was a prisoner of the Bolshe- 
vik forces about half of this time in 
an interview on Saturday stated that 
an order for the elimination of coin 
and paper money as a medium of ex- 
change among the Russian people 
was made by Lenine just before he 
left Russia last October. Paper 
money had been turned out in such 
vast quantities, he said, that it was 
possible to get fifty thousand roubles 
in notes for one English pound 
sterling. 
~Mr. MeMillan said it was difficult 
for a Canadian to conceive that there 
is no lenger such a thing in that 
country as private business. 


Everything that is done is done un- 
| der the control of the Russian So- 
cialist federated soviet republican 
government. In the city of Petro- 


grad, Mr. McMillan said there were 
not more than half a dozen stores 
and those were catering only to the 
absolute needs of fhe people. Execu- 
tions were so common in Russia, Mr. 

MeMillan said, that aecording to one 
of the soviet papers in Moscow the 
executions averaged sixty a day last 
July. Some of the executions were 
for minor offenses. In one instance 
a peasant woman was put to death 
for having sold a head of cabbage to 
‘a private person instead of to the 
«government stores.

LONDON, Feb. 7.—A dispatch to 
the Central News from Copenhagen 
says the Bolshevik newspaper Isves- 
jtia, reports that the centre revolu- 
tionary committee in Siberia has 
been tried by the soviet tribunal at 
Tomsk on a charge of secret and 
treacherous negotiations with Japan.

WATER OPERATION, 


On account of the severity of 
weather and the enormous snowfall in 
the mountains last winter very con- 
siderable trouble was experienced for 
a short period in the spring in ob- 
taining clear water. The, filtration | 
plant was in use continuously from | 
March 18th to the 20th June during 
which time alum to the value of 
$800.00° was used, which I believe’ is 
the greatest amount ever used in this 
plant in one season, and is a much 
greater expense than our limited 
revenue from this source will stand. 
However the water though at times 
very badly disclored had been filtered 
and treated and was free from bac- 
teria, this is borne out by the ab- 
sence of water-borne diseases through 
this period. The subsidence basins 
showed the effects of the severe sea- 
son, some two thousand tons of silt 
were washed out after the filtering | 
period was over. Through the sum- 
mer a few men were kept at work 
digging up water leaks, although 
no money was available to carry on 
this work on a large scale, we had 
considerable suecess, and the result 
of this work is shown in our water 
pressure which has been increased 
fifteen pounds. There remains, how- 
ever, a great deal to accomplish along 
these lines before the water pumping 
jis back to normal. 

The filtration plant is now  be- 
ginning to show the effects of seven 
filtering Some pump re- 
pairs were necessary during the year.

Numerous requests 
were made through the press to the 
public to eliminate water waste with- 
out result and I would ask the council 
to modify the Water Bye-Law so that 
the town pumps will not be required 
to fulfill the duties of an irrigation 
dam. I feel that if the townspeople 
really knew the conditions which are 
brought about by the entire disregard 
of the town regulations, that is, the 
entire absence of water pressure in 
case of fire, the practice of wasting 
water would cease and I trust the 
Bye-Law will be so changed that 
those who act in an irresponsible way 
in this matter will be severely dealt 
with. It is not my wish to curtail the 
benefits which the public receive from 
the utilities they own, but rather to 
extend the benefits as far as possible. 
I feel, however, that I would be re- 
miss in my duty if I did not take a 
very decided stand in the matter of 
water waste because the consequences 
may one day be very serious. Our 
service to the public may not be all 
that could be desired but I believe it 
is almost as good as we are able to 
maintain and pay our way. We know 
some of the shortcomings of the serv- 
ices rendered but we simply do not 
possess the funds to do better. 

Your utilities are now fourteen 
years old and have depreciated prob- 
ably $30,000, against this depreciation 
not one cent has been set aside and in 
addition to this deficits have been in- 
curred amounting to $21,000. From 
these figures it should be apparent Lo 
anyone what sort of a task is befor: 
us to make the utilities pay their way 
and earn a surplus so that the de- 
preciation may be taken care ee Be 
believe that this will be accomplished 
provided the public understands that 
these utilities belong to them, that 
they are operated for their collective 
benefit and their collective co-opera 
tion is necessary to make them a su 
cess.
